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"To the honor of God and my neighbor's good" was the 
motto of Christopher Sower; few men have ever tried more earnest- 
ly to live up to their principles than this Germantown printer. 


Christopher Sower, one of the pioneers of American 
printing, was not a netive American. Like so many famous Americans 
of the last centuries he was born overseas but had to leave the 
Old World, driven out by persecution. In the New World he found 
a home which he learned to love and to which he remained faithful 
as long as he lived. His birthplace and birthdate are doubtful, 
(Laasphe on the Lahn, 1693, or Lauterburg in the Palatinate, 1694) 
but it is certain that he emigrated to America with his wife and 
his three year old son in 1724. Most probatly he was first a 
member of the Reformed Church but, spiritually dissatisfied, he 
turned to the Baptist Church where he found congenial friends in 
Peter Becker and Alexander Mack. He was well educated and had 
enough means to spend the first winter in Germantown seeking in- 
formation and getting acquainted with his new surroundings. His 
greatest assets were the quickness of his mind, his suverior 
intellectual ability and the versatility of his talents. 


In the spring of 1726 he bought fifty acres in Leacock 
Township (Lancaster County) and started his American life as a 
farmer and dealer in healing herbs. Then he joined the Baptist 
Church officially. The Chronicon Ephratense relates that Beissel 
baptized him, together with Michael Eckerlin, on Whitsunday, 1728. 
Conrad Beissel was an old acquaintance of the Sowers and probably 
visited the new members of his congregation frequently. This 
relationship proved to be fatal for Sower's marital happiness. 
Attracted by Beissel's deep mysticism and convinced by his preach- 
ings against marriage, Maria Christina left her husband and child 
in 1730 to live as a solitary in Ephrata, where she became sub- 
prioress of the sisterhood under the name of Sister Marcella. 
(She did not return to her home until November, 1744). 


Christopher Sower did not stay long in his lonely 
home. In the spring of 1731 he moved to Germantown where he bought 
some ground and built a large house on what is now 4645 Germantown 
Avenue, Like so many of the sectarians, he combined deep and 
sincere religiousness with excellently developed business sense; 
he was truly one of the "God fearing and money making people." 

The basis of his business lay in the two trades he kmew best: 

making optical inetruments and dealing in healing herbs. With keen 
foresight he added to his business from time to time whatever pro- 
mised to fill a real need of the thriving population of German- 
town and the adjacent counties. He was a clockmaker and pharmacist,, 
the first agent for the sale of the new Franklin stoves, a manu- 
facturer of paper and printer's ink, a mechanic whose ingenuity 
ranked second only to the genius of Benjamin Franklin, and last 

but not least, a printer and editor. Tradition credits him with 
the mastery of more than a score of different trades; immortality 


he won with the Sower press. 


| Different reasons may have induced Christopher Sower to 
become an adept of Gutenberg's art. To direct his neighbors in a 
way he thought best was a duty imposed on him by his religion; and 
his vitality demanded an outlet where he could use his brains and 
craftsmanship at the same time. Too humble to become a preacher, 
he could exercise intellectual leadership just as effectively with 
the editor's pen; and his business sense told him that the thou- 
sands and ten-thousands of German immigrants in Pennsylvania, un- 
able to read English,would want books. They would need the Bible 
for spiritual edification, a newspaper for their political education 
(and to satisfy their curiosity), and a popular periodical with 
weather prophecies, a calender and notes of home interests. The 
Sower press filled these needs with its three great publications: 
the Bible, the Pennsylvanische Geschichtsschreiber (precursor of 
the Germantown Zeitung) and the Almanac. 


We do not know where he got his printing tools; most 
probably partly from Germany and partly from his own shop. In June 
1738, he published his first work, a broadside: Hine emstliche 
Ermahnung an Junge und Alte (An Earnest Admonition to Young and 
Old, to a Sincere Testing of Their Hearts and Conditions, Recently 
Sent from England to America and Because of its Importance Faith- 
fully Tranglated from English into German by a Lover of Truth.) 
This first attempt is characteristic of the Sower press for two 
reasons. All the publications had a religious-educational goal; 
new contributions in this field were always eagerly sought. When 
the great English Evangelist George Whitfield preached, or when 
the famous Iutheran minister Muhlenberg dedicated a new church in 
Germantown, the Sower press was ready to publish their words. This 
first broadside is characteristic also for a little inconsistency, 
the spelling of Sower's name in the imprint. So far Sower had 
spelled his name Saur, but in this broadside he spelled it Sauer, 
and very soon, in English imprints, he used Sower. (Other printers 
too used different imprints. The Quaker printer Sharpless germanized 
his name to Scharpless in the imprints of his German Bibles). 


A few months later the press published its first 
bestseller, Sower's almanac: Der Hochdeutsche Americanische 
Calender (High German Americen Calender). An almanac was urgently 
needed by everybody because the calender had become so chaotic 
that it was almost impossible to tell with certainty the day of 
the month or the day of the week. Furthermore an almanac bought by 
the whole country, was the best advertising means a new publishing ~ 
house could desire. By listing the new books Sower had received 
from Germany, it functioned also as a bookseller's catalog. The 
almanac was published annually for the next forty years; the first 
issue had twenty-four pages, 8 x 73 inches, and had no cover. 


After a decade it had doubled in size and had a cover prirted in 
Dlack and red. It contained first the calender,(a page for each 
month), then a calculation of eclipses, records of provincial 
courts and fairs, reports of important events and all kinds of 
interesting material chiefly of physiological and hygienic charac- 
ter in plain and simple language. It was this practical infor-~ 
mation which made the almanac so popular and guaranteed its success. 
The annual circulation of the Almanac was great (probably near 
10,000) and the entire edition was frequently sold out soon after 
publication. It was read in upstate New York and as far south as 
Georgia. ( See especially p.50, item 136.) 


On the heels of the Almanac came the newspaper. The 

first issue was published August 20, 1739, with the title Hoch- 

eutscher Pennsylvanischer Geschichtsschreiber oder Sammlung wich- 
tiger Nachrichten aus dem Natur- und Kirchen-Reich (High German 
Pennsylvania Recorder of Events or Collection of Important News 
from the Natural and Spiritual Realm). Sower stated in his first 
editorial that his intentions were to publish the most useful and 
the most important stories and occurrences "so that they may 
create deeper impressions and more meditation." He assures the 
reader that his paper was by no means meant "to be a sacrifice 

to the idols of curiosity and to the desire to hear, see, know 
and say something new, nor will it be published for the selfish 
purpose of attaining fame." News, he continued, would be published 
with certain limitations; the secular news "from Europe as well 
as from other parts of the world, so far as true and reliable 
accounts can be obtained", trustworthy religious news "as much as 
we think useful." 


This editorial policy was kept to the letter. Far 
from being a slavish imitator of other publishers, he printed 
Only what was in keeping with his conscience. As it was well known 
that Sower could neither be brited nor intimidated, his newspaper 
became politically the most influential German paper in Colonial 
times. But with regard to religious news, the policy "as much as 
we think useful" was sometimes extended to include unjustified 
criticism of the clergy of the established churches, 


The periodical had first been planned as a quarterly, 
but from the start it appeared as a monthly. In 1745 the name 
was changed to Hoch Deutsche Pennsylvanische Berichte (High 
German Pennsylvania Reporte), the next year "Hoch Deutsche" was 
dropped from the title. From 1749 on it appeared twice a month, 
In 1752 the paper was increased in size from a quarto to a folio 
and reached its peak circulation of 4000 subscribers, The price 
of the paper remained three shillings, and in the first years 
the subscribers even had the privilege of having advertisements 
inserted free. 


With these two publications, the Almanac and the news- 
paper, the press undoubtedly made money hand over fist. With his 
third great undertaking, the German Bible of 1743, Christopher 
Sower proved, however, that he was willing to sacrifice economic 
advantage in order to satisfy a spiritual yearning. And what task 
could be more appealing to a religious printer than the printing 
of the Bible? This was by no mezns an easy undertaking, Production 
and distribution of such a huge volume taxed the professional 
abilities of the printer to the utmost, the legal situation and 
the competition of wealthy and endowed institutions added further 
risks. The Universities of Oxford and Cambridge had the exclusive 
right to print the Bible in the English 2mpire. So far no Colonial 
printer had dared to challenge the monopoly of the motherland. 
Eliot had printed his Indian Bible, Boston, 1678, but editions in 
any Furopean language had alwaye been imported. In 1710 Cotton 
Mather announced his Biblia Americana, but he never found a printer 
who dared to undertake its publication. Christopher Sower's German 
Bible of 1743 is therefore the first Bible published in America in 
a European language. Almost forty years passed before Robert 
Aitken published an English Bible (Philadelphia, 1781). 


It was surely not the legal situation alone which 
frightened the Colonial printer. It was impossible to compete with 
the European prices. Not only was the cost of production much 
cheaper in Burope (Sower complains that he had to pay 4% times the 
English price for the paper) tut Bibles were sold under production 
cost by endowed institutions as part of the missionary work of the 
churches. English Bibles were offered for one shilling and the 
German Bibles of the Canstein Bible Foundation could undersell 
every other edition. Karl Hildebrand Canstein, a pupil of the 
great pietist Snencer, had founded this large publishing house in 
1710 in order to publish inexpensive and orthodox Imther editions 
of the Bible. The institution was affiliated with the Francke 
Orphanage in Halle, was heavi ly endowed by its founder and had re— 
ceived many generous gifts from the Lutheran nobility of Burope, 
All ministers in America distributed the Bible; they sold it to 
the well-to-do, reduced the price for the poor or gave it away. 

It is known that Henry Melchior Muhlenberg, the Imtheran patriarch, 
brought a large collection of Halle Bibles with him to this country 
and Schlatter, the great minister of the Reformed Church, is be-~ 
lieved to have brought over on his second trip seven hundred Germsn 
Bibles which had been presented to him by the churches of Amster- 
dam (Harbaugh, Schlatter, p. 81). 


Sower's statement that there was a need for a cheap 
edition of the Holy Scriptures which the poor German immigrant 
could afford to buy can not be taken literally. There was certain- 
ly no need for an orthodox Luther edition. But the German sectarians 


did not like an orthodox luther edition, they thought the Halle 
Bibles were too close to lutheran pietism which they had rejected. 
There was only one edition of the German Bible which they accepted, 
the famous Berleburg Bible. This edition had been published by 
German Baptists in 1726 in four large volumes, beautifully printed 
in large type, but it was very expensive. Sower could furnish it 
through his bookshop at a price of & 4.15. 


Tt was easy to prophesy that the publication of a 
German sectarian Bible in America would lead to open warfare bet- 
ween the ministers of the established churches and the daring 
printer. And the storm broke loose at the very moment when Sower 
notified the public of his project. Both parties were guilty of 
rather unchristian behaviour and unfair treatment of the opponent. 
It was such a real clash of interests, commercial and spiritual, 
that all the fairness of the spirit, sometimes even the sense of 
honor, were washed overboard by the rurricane of passionate exite- 
ment. The ministers undersold the German printer and slandered 
him, and Sower retaliated by telling nasty stories about the 
clergy. The Germantown Bible disturted the missionary activities 
of the churches and so the ministers started to shoot before they 
were sure of their target. Even before its completion the Sower 
Bible was openly denounced from the pulpit and the people were 
warned to beware of its spurious passages. 


Sower had used Luther's text throughout, the 
title page says that he had reprinted the 34th edition of the 
Halle Bible, but had deviated from the orthodox text by adding 
the third and fourth book of Ezra and the third book of the 
Maccabees. These were printed according to the Berleburg text. The 
most radical departure lay in an insertion of a dissertation on 
heaven and hell after the thirty-fifth verse of the seventh chap- 
ter of the fourth book of Ezra. And Sower refused point blank to 
publish any commentaries with his Bible text. This refusal was 
taken (and probably meant) as an atteck on the educated clergy 
end the established theology. In his first announcement of the 
projected Bible, in 1739, he stated, "It shall be without note 
or comment, for if those who read it are led to seek an interest 
in the Saviour, they will come to love Him and the Father will 
love them and come and make His abode with them, and so the 
Holy Spirit dwelling in them will be the best commentator." 


The clergy further objected to an appendix, 
Kurtzer Begriff (brief compendium), a comparison of the most 
important Bible translations. The clergy suspected Sower of 
attempting to disseminate sectarian views. In order to satisfy 
the religious conscience of his non-sectarian customers Sower 
offered to sell the Bible to church members without the three 
epocrypha and the appendix. The clergy was by no means appeased 
by this offer. He also changed the title page (see No.42 and 
42 a of the bibliography). | : 


Sower prirted the Bible with great care, and it will 
always remain a mystery how he could produce such a typographical 
masterpiece in his pioneer workshop. With justifiable pride he 
could mention that he had been able to correct more than one hundred 
typographical errors in the Halle edition. But the “devil" who 
causes typographical errors is a tricky enemy, he left his mark on 
the very title page of Sower's work. In the tenth line of the 
title, "Parallelen" is misprinted “Parllelen". 


The type used in printing the Bible was bought from 
Ehrenfried Iuther from Frankfort on the Main. In acknowledgment of 
his help, Dr. luther received twelve copies of the Bible. The paper, 
however, was made in America, partly at Sower's own paper mill and 
partly at Ephrata. Business relations with the Cloisters were very 
cordial; undoubtedly part of the edition was bound by Samuel Ecker- 
ling in Ephrata. An announcement in Sower's newspaper, February 
16, 1744, reads: " Because they at Ephrata can not bind as many 
Bibles as are desired of Mr, Rieger at Lancaster (Mr. Rieger was 
the agent for the Bibles in Lencaster), we make know that bound 
volumes will immediately be sent thither from here." As part of the 
paper was manufactured and part of the binding was done at Ephrata, 
it is quite likely that the excellent printing equipment of the 
Cloisters cooperated in the entire production of the Bible. Bphrata 
had, at that time at least, two excellent printers, Jacob Gass and 
John Hildebrand. Both were well acquainted with Sower., Jacob Gage 
hed been baptized the same day as Sower and Hildebrand had been his 
neighbor in Germantown for several years. And also Peter Miller and 
Israel Eckerling were well versed in the printer's craft. The 
Martyr's Mirror, published in 1748-49 by the Cloisters, the largest 
book ever printed in Colonial America, testifies to the outstanding 
workmanship of the solitaries. At the time when the Bible came 
out, the printing shop at Ephrata was probably running already, 
although the first publication from the cloister is dated 1745. 
This cooperation was surely highly welcome and might partly explain 
how the work could have been accomplished. (The Chronicon Ephratense 
reports after 1742: Soon after a printing press was put up in the 
settlement). It was by ny means uncommon for a great work to be 
printed on two presses, However, any such hypothesis in this case 
would require a more thorough typographical investigation of the 
Bible than has yet been made. 


The great Bible is the crowning point in Sower's 
career as a printer. It is a great monument, but commercially it 
was @ failure. Undoubtedly the Church had won out: Sower had 
printed 1200 copies and offered them at 18 shillings for the 
bound copy and 12 shillings for the unbound. After three years he 
had sold only 300 copies and it took him and his son twenty years 
to sell the whole edition. | | : 


The Bible is not the only "first" of which the Sower 
press can boast. The first hymn book of the Reformed Church in 
America was published in 1752 by the press, and in 1757 the first 
lutheran hymn book appeared. Examples have been given before 
which show how eager Sower was to find suitable material for 
publication. It was not always easy to get the right text. When, 
for instance, in 1747 he intended to publish a German and English 
grammer (for which a real need existed) he had to insert a request 
in his paper for a copy he could reproduce, 


Even the best editor is apt to make a mistake some- 
times. Christopher Sower surely took it with good grace when 
friends called his attention to some blunders. His translations 
from the English were not always very fortunate. The Pennsylvania 
Journal of June 2, 1743, published a letter from Paris which star- 
ted with the sentence: "The ministry are very busy." Sower re- 
printed this news item in his journal, June 16, 1743: " Die Be- 
dienten am hiesigen Hofe sind sehr gescheeftig!" 


Seemingly Sower did not care very much for book 
illustrations. His pages are well set, but there are no omaments 
except for some rubrication and initials. 


Tradition had credited the elder Sower with his own 
type foundry. Probably he only met emergency situetions in his 
shop by using 01d type as punches, more or less in the same way 
as Benjamin Franklin hed already done in 1727. Most of his type 
was ordered from Germany. It was not until the last quarter of 
the century that type foundries were established in Pennsylvania, 
Furthermore it is hardly likely that Sower manufactured printing 
presses, but, being a universal mechanic, he could probably re- 
pair his own presses. There is no record of the manufacture of 
presses in America at that time. In 17&3 Benjamin Franklin or- 
dered a press from England for his newphew whom he proposed to 
set up in the printing business in New Haven. 


Sower, no doubt, manufactured other printing supplies. 
We have reliable evidence that he sold printer's ink, and Weeks 
locates his paper mill on a branch of the Frankford River, (now 
Manayunk 


Christopher Sower was always an ardent pacifist. In 
his eyes there is no difference between a privateer and a pirate. 
"One commits murder with the sanction of the government, the 
other without; both are alike in eternity." He also advocated 
nonresistance against the Indians and asked a fair treatment for 
the Red Man. "No wonder that the Indians fight against the so- 
called Christians of Pennsylvania." He tried to promote a better 
understanding of the customs and mores of the aborigines. There- 
fore he asked Conrad Weiser for a paper on the religion of the 
Indians which he printed in 1747. Even during the French and 
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Indian War he remained faithful to his principle. It was mainly 
due to the influence of his paper that the German element stuck 
to the Quaker assembly (the Sticklers) and defeated the governor- 
men, We may question the soundness of his policy but we mst 
respect the strength of his character, | 


He had not much love for higher education and 
thoroughly hated the educated clergy. "The Bible does not mention 
the making of preachers, lawyers and doctors. The first two need 
only a ready tongue, and from the third group we have already 
more than is safe for our health." He liked to print doctor 
(physician) Doc Thor (Thor‘is the German word for fool) and about 
the lawyers he said: "In our time if Cain had a lawyer and enough 
money, he could prove that he had never seen Abel." But he was 
by no means hostile to general education; his fierce rejection 
of the charity school project is solely based on the grounds that, 
as he believed, the schools were organized for the purpose of 
making the Germans forget their own language. Here, too, Sower 
and his newspaper won out. The schools were not successful. The 
different denominations, however, were forced to provide better 
educational facilities, ea process which was heartily endorsed by 
Sower, 


As a specimen of his relentless attacks on the 
educated clergy, I shall quote part of an editorial of May 16, 
1746: "Pennsylvania has peace except for the preacher war, One 
seeks souls, the other, crowds, the third, bread, the fourth, 
wine and women." He never neglected to give full accounts of the 
dissensions which arose in the churches, and he found special 
delight in giving ample space to gossip and slander directed 
against the clergy. Sometimes he professed a desire for more 
tolerance among the denominations. In 1749 for instance a Menno= 
nite preacher, Martin Kolb, conducted the funeral services for 
the Reformed minister Johannes Boehm. Sower commented: “How 
beautiful it will be when there is only one shepherd and one 
flock." But he did not help to bring about such an ideal state 
and he never once mentioned the good qualities of the churches, 
The Hallische Nachrichten (I, 295) complain justly " Sower is 
a bitter enemy of the clergy. He tells the people that the 
ministers are only the servants of a tyrannical government and 
their only function is to keep the people down." 


The clergy retaliated in the same way, full of 
bitterness, injustice and hate. In his report of March 6, 1745 
(Journals, I, p.96) Muhlenberg states: "The German printer here, 
Christopher Sower, had sought up to that time both in private and 
in public, to make both myself and my office odious. His reason 
was that I had, as a matter of conscience, advised my congregation 
to be very cautious when they purchased any of the Bibles which he 
had lately printed and carefully examine whether he had not inter- 
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polated some notions of his own, for he is wont to embrace every 
other Opportunity in his almanacs and in his newspapers, to tra- 
duce the Iutheran Church." This report was written two years 
after the publication of the Sower Bible and Muhlenberg ought to 
have justified his suspicion against Sower with reliable data. 


Sower was a dangerous opponent in religious argu- 
ments. He reported on Zinzendorf's stay in America with sarcastic 
comments, and his quarrel with Beissel has become a "cause celebre" 
in Pennsylvania religious history. Sower had severely criticized 


a hymn by Beissel from the Zionitischer Weyrauch's Huegel. The 
passage reads ag follows: 


Look and look and look intent 
See the man who here is meant 
He is raised by God the highest 
He is indeed our Lord and Christ, 
(translated by Pennypacker). 


Sower suspected that Beissel intended to set himself up as a 
second Christ and called him very sharply to account. The Vor- 
steher answered rather roughly: "Answer not a fool according to 
his folly," and so an affair developed which according to the 
Chronicon "caused a great uproar through the land." 


Sower was always willing to support charitable 
institutions heartily. He was a staunch defender of the poor and 
needy and is justly called "the Good Samaritan of Germantown. " 

His two letters to Governor Morris on behalf of the German immi- 
grants, 175&, are moving testimonies to his character. His belief 
in non-resistance forbade him to go to the court and his debtors 
did not need to fear prison. As many subscribers to his newspaper 
were in arrears with their subscriptions he inserted the following 
announcement: "Whoever owes us for three years and moreover whose 
credit is not known to us must excuse a short notice ... As 80 
many want the newspaper and so few are willing to pay, the printer 
asks all the honest men who are willing and able not to forget 

to pay." 


Professional jealousy was unknown to him. When his 
former journeyman Gotthard Armbruster was planning to publish 
another German newspaper, Sower announced the project in his 
paper: "Gotthard Armbruster, who has learned the printing trade 
in my shop, is about to print a weekly. We ask the dishonest 
who have never paid us, not to play the same trick on Armbruster. “ 


He was scrupulously honest. He changed the title of 
the newspaper from Geschichtsschreiber (Recorder) to Berichte 


(Reports) because it was impossible to avoid inaccurate news 
entirely. In the subtitle his son changed Wichtig (important ) 

to Wahrscheinlich (probable) because the former adjective was not 
accurate, ma | 
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Sower was a profilic writer. His articles and 
editorials in his newspaper and his almanac directed the thinking 
of the German population of the American Colonies for two decades. 
Better than anybody else he represents the active intelligence of 
the Colonial German-American. The young men who had learned the 
trade in his shop carried German printing through the Colonies. 
The Armbrusters of Philadelphia and Nicolaus Hasselbach, the first 
Germen printer of Baltimore, were former Sower journeymen. 


No wonder that a man of such influence and vitality 
had many enemies. His poltical and religious onponente slandered 
him and called him a popieh emissary, bribed by the French govern- 
ment, a spy and a traitor. Sometimes he retaliated, sometimes he 
overlooked the calumies in dignified silence. Nothing could shake 
his allegiance to his new fatherland. Again and again he admonished 
the German population to love America, not only because they were 
living here in much greater comfort, but because here alone they 
could enjoy freedom of religion and conscience. He urged his rea- 
ders to develop a better understanding of their political duties 
end to exercise fully their right of suffrage. In a great editorial 
in 1755 he enumerated all the advantages of becoming naturalized, 
Christopher, Jr., in his eulogy for his beloved father, declared: 
"My father always attempted to work for the best interests of his 
adopted home and no partisan attack ever made him act contrary to 
this principle." 


Christopher Sower never could forget that he 
had come to America “out of a country where no liberty of conscience 
was" and in printed papers and private letters he never ceased to 
praise "all the Civil and Religious liberties, Privileges and all 
the Goodness I have here heard and seen." 
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I wish to thank all the libraries who cooperated by
